EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—City 
officials are studying recent 
legislation which allows Dix- 
on State school to become in- 
corporated into the city. 


The authority to annex the school 


came in an amendment tacked onto 
House Bill No. 360 by Senator Den- 
nis Collins, DcKalb. It reads: 


"Where a state charitable in- 


stitution IK situated upon a tract 
or tracts'of land which lie part- 
ly within and partly without the 
corporate limits of any munici- 
pality, the corporate authorities 
of such municipality may, with- 
out any nuch petition or proceed- 
ing* required by this act, by re- 
solution of such corporate autho- 
rities, with the written consent ot 
the Director of Public Welfare 
of the State of Illinois, annex any 
part- or all of such tracts lying 
within the corporate limits.""

Should the Dixon city council 


«nd the department of Public Wel- 
fare concur in a resolution annex- 
ing the school, the immediate ef- 
fect would be to boost Dixon's 
population figure to approximately 
16,800 from 11,532. 


There are approximately 400 resi- 


dent employes at the school and 
4,900 patients.

Having a state institution in- 


corporated into a city i* not un- 
usual in this state. Lincoln State 
School at Lincoln is gix-en as an 
example. 
The student popula- 


tion of the University of Illinois 
is counted in the census for Ur- 
bana and Champaign. 


It is nnr understanding that (he 


annexation of the Dixon Stale 
School xvould place no additional 
burden on local governmental of- 
fices. Fire and police protection 
is already provided by the, school. 
Sewage disposal is also taken 
rare of. 
One of the benefits to be derived 


from the measure is that the city's 
gas tax revenue will be increased. 
It is distributed to municipalities 
on the basis of population. 


The Dixon State School, inci- 


dentally, is situated on a tract of 
1,070 acres, the southern portion 
of which is already in the city.

Another bit of legislative action 


will be felt here also. Dixon has 
been chosen as a "pilot" city for a 
school 
for 
retarded 
children. 


Briefly, the legislature voted funds 
to partially pay costs of such a 
school (two-thirds of a child spe- 
cialist's salary.) A school for re- 
tarded children has been operating 
here for several months but with 
private funds. 


The effect of the experiment will 


be to determine if such schools ran 
be incorporated into public school 
systems.

Gov. Dan Thornton of Colorado, 


a Republican and an early pre- 
convention backer of Eisenhower, 
told a reporter there is a better 
prospect for cutting taxes next 
year than the situation indicates 
now. By that time, he said, the 
administration will be able to put 
in its own program. 


Thornton joined three other Re- 


publican governors who in sepa- 
rate news conferences Sunday ad- 
vocated that Congress set aside 
any moves to cut taxes until after 
the federal budget is balanced. 


Republican Governors Alfred E. 


Driscoll of New Jersey. Arthur B. 
Langlie of Washington and Walter 
J. Kohler of Wisconsin declared 
however, it would be better in the 
long run to keep taxes high while 
the administration tries to trim 
expenditures.

Exercises Reduce 
Heavy Upper Arms 


By ALICIA HART 


A beauty problem facing many 


women is that of fat and flabby 
upper arms, even when the lower 
arms are trim. A reader, perhaps 
discouraged by her appearance in 
sleeveless summer dresses, has 
asked for some exercises to reduce 
hers. 


1. Stand erect with feet together 


or sit in a straight-backed chair in 
a good posture. Raise arms above 
the head in a straight-up position, 
palms together. Now for the exer 
cise: Vigorously throw the arms 
out to the sides so that they're 
parallel with the shoulders. 


Bend the elbows and touch your 


shoulders 
with 
your -fingertips 


Now bring arms down to sides anci 
.relax. Begin all over again. Work 
rhythmically and precisely. 
Start 


with only two or three times an<! 
gradually work up to 10. 


2. This exercise can also be done 


standing or sitting. 
Start with a 


good posture and extend arms be 
fore you at shoulder height, with 
palms upward. 
With both hands 


working at once, group your finger 
tips around the tip of the thumb 
and then very slowly open the 
fingers to a count of 25. Stretch 
the fingers far apart and then fold 
them up again slowly. Feel the ten 
sion in fingers and elbows but the 
strength will come from your upper 
arm. 


Don't overdo these or any ex- 


ercises. 
Work up gradually to 


as many as you can do without 
becoming tired. On the other hand, 
don't be a quitter if you really 
want results!
